Trachydcrmon {Cijanoplax) hartivegii (Cpr.). Under stones. 
Tonicella suhmarmorca (Midd.). Dredged; common. 
Ischnocliiton intcrstinctus (Gould). Dredged; common. 
Iscluwchiion {Trioplax) trifidus (Cpr.). Dredged; rare. 
Mopidia sinuata (Cpr.). Dredged; rare. 

KatJief'imi tnnicaia (Wood). On rocks; scarce. 

Mopalki (ciliata) wos^nessenskii (Midd.). Under rocks; not 
common. 

Tonicella lincata (Wood). Under stones; common. 

Mopalia muscosa (Gould). Under stones. 

Cryptochiton stelleri (]\lidd.). On rocks; not common. 

Besides the above list of 141 species, about 50 other species 
of invertebrates ^vere collected. Among these are some very 
rare starfishes and crustaceans. Two very rare crabs, Chio- 
nccics bairdi (Kathbun) and Pinnixa scliniitfi (Rathbun), 
were retained by the U. S. Nat. ^Liiseum, and also a number 
of a new species of Bryozoa, Biscocylis (Bassler), tlie last spe¬ 
cies being the first of its kind from Alaskan waters. 

Two land shells were found, being fairly common in one 
jdace under old boards and building paj)er— Polygyra coliim- 
bunui (Lea) and Circinarui sportclUi (Gould). 


SOME UNPUBLISHED PLATES OF CONRAD’S “UNIONIDAE”.

Tlie abrn])t ending (witli the incomi)lete wonl beauti- on 
page 118) of the work “]\I(>nography of the Family Union- 
idic, or Naiades of Lamarck, . . . ,” by T. A. Conrad, Pliila- 
(Icli)hia, 1880 [1835-1840], imiieated that further parts were 
then contemplated. In all, thirteen appeared, with five platen 
each, a total of sixty-five plates. 
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The work was presumably (liscoiitimied on neeoimt of ill¬ 
ness aiul lack of financial supi)ort (see Populur Scirnce 
MonihUj, XLVll, p. 2G0, 1805) ; and it is interesting^ to note 
that the library of tlio Academy of Natural Sciences of Pliila- 
delphia has jnst come into j)Ossession of seven un]>ublished 
plates. These were obtained, with a miscellaneous lot of nat¬ 
ural history pamphlets, from a second-haiul book store in 
Philadeli)hia about twenty-five years ago, and have reiiiaineil 
unnoticed until their donation to the Academy. Tliey are 
inscribed in lead i)eneil by Conrad as follows: Unio ligamcn- 
iina 1 Lam., pi. G9; Unio infucuius Conrad, pi. 70; Unio 
nasiiius !Say, pi. 71; l^nio Jag(niu.<i Lea [the name Jaijanus 
crossed out and Jagcn.sis substituted], j)!. 72; U. verucosus 
Kaf., pi. 73; r. Tuhcrculutus Kaf., pi. 76; and a plate, with 
no imseription, containing three figures of what is known to 
modern systeniatisUs as Quacinila cijlindrka Say. 

These plates are colored lithographs, and are on a paper 
diifering in quality from that used in the book as issued; it 
would seem that they are the lithographer’s proofs, colored as 
samples to follow. There is also a proof copy of U. plicatus 
Say, pi. G5, which is tlie last plate in the book as published. 

If the parts intended to follow No. 13 were to have five 
plates eacii, as in the preceding numbei's, it would indicate 
that we have here part of the plates for Numbers 14, 15 
and 16. 

The plato 72 is inscribed (also in lead pencil) C. A. P. jr. 
del., which suggests the name of the artist, Charles Poulson, 
Jr., who was electeil a member of the Philadelphia Academy 
in 1841, and was no doubt a relative (son perhaps) of Cliarles 
A. Poidson, to whom Conrad's book is dedicated. It has been 
taken for granted that Conrad himself was the delineator of 
these illustrations.
